Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 21-28, 31-37, and 41-43 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following references have been identified as the closest prior art of record: 
the Excite shopping site (which utilizes Netbot/Jango shopping agents), as 
disclosed in the following articles: 

(A) "The Once and Future Mall" 

(B) "The Promise of Internet Megastores" 

(C) "Excite Scoops Up NetBot Shopping Agent" 

(D) "Shopping Agents Help Consumers Find the Best Deals" 

(E) "'Agents' Surf Web for Best Online Buys" 
and Kushmerick et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,304,870). 

The Excite shopping site provides an Internet site at which customers can order 

products from various vendors. Once the customer places an order, the Internet site 

forwards the order to the proper vendor(s); however, the references describing the 

Excite shopping site are silent as to how, or even if, the proper order form for each 

vendor from among a collection of order forms for various vendors is determined by the 

Internet site itself and forwarded to the respective vendor with the appropriate 

information. Kushmerick was used in combination with the Excite shopping site to teach 

the details of an Internet form-filling method. However, as pointed out by the Applicant: 

The Kushmerick et al. patent describes a "technique 
for automatically constructing wrappers for performing 
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information-extraction from sites such as Internet resources 
that display relevant information, ..." See Kushmerick at col. 
3, lines 21-25. Kushmerick et al does not relate to 
automatically filling in forms on vendor web pages . 

The present invention uses wrappers in a different 
way than was used or contemplated in the prior art. In the 
present invention, attributes are extracted from the vendor 
web pages to construct a transaction wrapper, and the 
wrapper is then used to fill in the vendor forms with user 
information. 

Because Kushmerick does not suggest using the 
wrapper to fill in forms with user related information, it would 
not have been obvious to combine the Excite shopping 
articles with the Kushmerick et al. patent to achieve the 
claim invention. (Page 12 of Applicant's response) 



The Examiner agrees with Applicant's analysis of the Excite shopping site- 
Kushmerick analysis; therefore, the combination fails to teach or suggest the claimed 
invention, as recited in claims 21-28, 31-37, and 41-43. Consequently, claims 21-28, 
31-37, and 41-43 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record.
